5TH BRIGADE WORKER THEORIST GROUP AND THE WUHAN 

UNIVERSITY HISTORY DEPARTMENT AMERICAN STUDIES RESEARCH OFFICE. 

3. LIBERALLY LACED WITH FAMILIAR QUOTATIONS FROM MARX, LENIN

DETAIL IN SUPPORT OF THE "LAW OF HISTORY" -WEAK COUNTRIES CAN DEFEAT 
STRONG COUNTRIES, SMALL COUNTRIES CAN DEFEAT BIG COUNTRIES. ..SO LONG 
AS THE PEOPLE ARE WILLING TO PICK UP WEAPONS..."- FIRST ADVANCED IN

4. THE AUTHORS ALSO WRITE APPROVINGLY OF THE AMERICAN PATRIOTS' 
UNDERSTANDING AND MANIPULATION OF THE CONTEMPORARY INTER- 
NATIONAL SITUATION. EXPLOITING THE "CONTRADICTIONS" THEN EXISTING 
AMONG ENGLAND, FRANCE AND SPAIN, THE AMERICANS MANAGED TO 
ACHIEVE FIRST A "TEMPORARY ALLIANCE" AND SUBSEQUENTLY A

VIEW THIS ARTICLE AS CONVEYING ANY NEW FOREIGN AFFAIRS MESSAGE. BUT IF
